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A THUG who twice stabbed a 
pub customer in the back has 
been jailed for 16 months. 

Daniel Maney, 26, had been 
goading his victim before attacking 
him outside a town centre pub, 
Ipswich Crown Court heard. 

Maney, of Marlborough Court, Haverhill, 
together with a group of friends, had 
followed plasterer Gary Auger from the 
Black Horse to the Bull, where the stabbing, 
using a kitchen knife, took place. 

The court was told that on the evening of 
December 28 last year, Mr Auger had been 
drinking with a friend at the Black Horse, 
where they had seen Maney, who was very 
drunk. 

Mr Auger’s friend said he had a problem 
with Maney and the pair decided to move 
off to the Bull but Maney followed, said 
Russell Butcher, prosecuting. 

He said Maney subjected Mr Auger to a 
stream of abuse and a scuffle broke out but 
other customers intervened. 

Later, outside the pub, Maney again 
began to shout abuse and as Mr Auger 
turned to walk away he felt what he thought 
were two punches to his lower back. 

He realised he was bleeding and had 
been stabbed. A witness overpowered 
Maney and disarmed him.

Mr Auger was taken to 
hospital for treatment and 
detained overnight for 
observation. 

He was forced to take time 
off work to recover and lost 
£3,000 in earnings, Mr Butcher 
told the court. 

Maney had originally plead¬ 
ed not guilty, but on the day of 
his trial, changed his plea to 
guilty, admitting possession of 
a bladed article in a public 
place and assault causing 
grievous bodily harm. 

Christopher Paxton, de¬ 
fending, said Maney, a floor 
installer, had shown genuine 
remorse. 

Mr Paxton said the attack 
had been the result of a 
“cocktail of provocation, 
emotion and, of course, 
alcohol”. 

He said Maney’s behaviour 
was largely out of character 
and was the most serious 
violence he had been involved 
in. 

Judge David Goodin said: 
“What is significant is that 
when it was over and should 
have been over and you had 
no need to retaliate at all you 
took a knife and you stabbed 
Mr Auger twice in the back. 

“As well as being very serious 
it was extremely foolhardy. 

“Much more serious injury 
could have been caused than 
actually was.” 



WARNINGS about the in¬ 
creased risk of oil tank leaks 
that could cost up to £50,000 
to clear up are being given to 
West Suffolk residents. 

James Lemon, land con¬ 
tamination officer for St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council said: “Rural resi¬ 
dents often rely on oil-fired 
central heating and at about 
this time each year we see a 
rise in oil pollution incidents 
as oil tanks are re-filled for 
the coming winter. 

“As well as the environ¬ 
mental cost of contamin¬ 
ation, these leaks can be 
extremely expensive to clear 
up. So we recommend that 
before re-filling, residents 
carry out two simple checks. 

The first check is an insp¬ 
ection including noting the 
current oil level. Leaks most 
often occur from the pipe¬ 
line between the tank and 
the boiler. 

The second check is of 
your household insurance 
policy to make sure you are 
covered for any leaks. 


Week-long speeding 
campaign traps 1,000 


MORE than 1,000 motorists 
were caught speeding and 91 
not wearing their seatbelt 
during a week-long speed 
enforcement campaign in 
Suffolk between Monday, 
September 7, and Sunday, 
September 13. 

Officers were deployed countywide 
to increase checks and enforcement 
during the campaign, lead by Tispol - 
the European Traffic Police Network, 
and clampdown on those speeding or 
not wearing seatbelts.

In total, J, J00 motorists were caught 
speeding - police officers caught 642 
people, while fixed cameras and 
Suffolk Safety Camera Partnership 
cameras caught a further 458. 

In a similar campaign in April 2009, 
719 motorists were caught speeding. 
In 2008 it had been 1,848. 

Fixed penalty notices, with min¬ 
imum instant £60 fines, were issued 
for seatbelt offences, 90 were given in 
relation to adults not wearing a 


seatbelt and one in relation to a child. 

In a similar seatbelt campaign in 
February, 235 fixed penalty notices 
were issued. 

Chief Inspector Mike Bacon from 
Suffolk’s Roads Policing Unit, said: 
“The fall in the number of fixed 
penalty notices we issued for seatbelt 
offences in comparison to the 
February campaign is encouraging. 
However, it is disappointing to see so 
many drivers are still speeding on the 
county’s roads. 

“There are still too many drivers 
who don’t seem to realise the impact 
driving at excessive speeds can have 


and this doesn’t just mean driving too 
fast on the motorway it is just as 
dangerous to drive at 40mph in a 
30mph zone. 

“This campaign gave us a chance to 
try and educate people on the issues of 
speeding and seatbelt offences 
through enforcement. We want drivers 
to know these offences are some of the 
main causation factors of fatal and 
serious injury collisions. 

“Safety on Suffolk’s roads will 
remain a priority all year round and by 
targeting those committing traffic 
offences we hope we can save lives.”

Concern over ambulance 
and staffing ‘shortages’ 


THE level of ambulance cover in 
Haverhill is “dangerously low”, 
according to a town councillor, 
with staff constantly being called 
away to help out in Cambridge, 
she claims. 

Cllr Margaret Marks has taken up the 
cause of paramedics and ambulance 
crews who, she says, believe Haverhill is 
left “virtually without cover at times” and 
feel more staff should be provided. 

Cllr Marks said staff shortages were 
putting “unbearable pressure” on the 
medical teams and that stress and 
sickness levels were rising as a result. 

She has written to Haverhill’s MR Rich¬ 
ard Spring, calling on him to launch an

inquiry into staffing levels and push for 
better Government funding for the 
service. 

She said: “Haverhill has one ambulance 
and one rapid response car. It is not on 
the deployment list, which means that 
the vehicle, or vehicles, are normally on 
standby outside of Haverhill. 

“The car, which has the capability to be 
manned around the clock, is normally 
manned for only 12 hours a day. 

“The Haverhill ambulance/car is very 
often used to work in Cambridge because 
the cluster of calls in a high density area 
will allow the ambulance trust to hit its 


eight-minute target of 75 per cent of 
Category A calls easier. 

“This, of course, marginalises Haverhill 
and the surrounding villages and 
certainly compromises tiny hamlets and 
far out properties in rural areas.” 

Cllr Marks said anecdotal evidence 
suggested staffing levels were down 40 
per cent at the Cambridge station and it 
was “desperately short” of qualified para¬ 
medics. 

She added: “I am further informed that 
on many occasions there is only one 
paramedic on duty on a shift for the 
whole of Cambridge. 

“I know first-hand how hard working 
and how committed our ambulance 
crews are but they are seriously 
undervalued. 


“The training is rigorous and cont¬ 
inuous, the hours are long, the work is 
often hard and stressful and the pay is 
pretty poor. Add this to the understaffing 
and deployment problems and you create 
greater inefficiencies.” 

A spokesman for the East Anglian 
Ambulance Trust said: “The East of 
England Ambulance Service is one of the 
best performing ambulance services in 
the country and we aim to use our 
resources for the benefit of the whole 
community we serve. 

“We have serious concerns about the 
comments made by Councillor Margaret 
Marks in her letter to Richard Spring MP 
and will shortly be inviting both of them 
to meet our chief executive to discuss 
these issues in more detail.”

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Man is cleared of 
harassing mayor

A MAN accused of carrying out a 
harassment campaign against 
HaverhilTs mayor has been cleared 
by magistrates. 

Leonard Shackleton, 57, denied three 
charges of harassment towards mayor Elaine 
McManus, when he appeared at Bury St 
Edmunds magistrates court last Friday 

Mrs McManus wept as she told magist¬ 
rates “this man is ruining my life” and said 
that on three occasions, he had made 
gestures towards her from his car, one of 
them a cut-throat gesture when pointing at 
her 18-month-old grandson. 

But, after a two-and-a-half hour trial, Roy 
May, chairman of the magistrates, said they 
had found all the witnesses credible and 
were unable to prefer one version of events 
over the other. He said: “The prosecution has 
not proved their case beyond doubt and we 
therefore find you not guilty.” 

Kevin Lowson, prosecuting, said there was 
a history of bad feeling between the two 
families since Mrs McManus’s son Kieron 
had been going out with Breeze, the 
daughter of Carol Harris, who runs the 
Jaybeth Animal Sanctuary, where Shackleton 
lives. 

The court heard that on Boxing Day 2008, 
Shackleton allegedly stuck two fingers up 
and made another offensive gesture to Mrs 
McManus from his car. Carol Harris was said 
to have been with him at the time. 

In March this year, Mrs McManus told the 
court she was outside the Focus DIY store in 
Haverhill, loading her 18-month-old twin 
grandsons into her car, when she saw 
Shackleton in his car making a ‘cut-throat’ 
gesture, then pointing to one of her 
grandsons. She drove to the police station. 

Under cross-examination, she said: “I 
thought that I was blowing things out of 
proportion, I thought I cannot let him do 
this to me. You can say what you like, I know 
this is true, this man is ruining my life, why 
would I make up something like that.” 

Len Shackleton told magistrates he was in 
a platonic relationship with Carol Harris and 
had helped out at faybeth for the past six 
years. 

He denied making any gestures towards 
Mrs McManus and said he had suffered 
several mini strokes caused by stress. He 
said: “It is not true and I believe this is being 
said because of the lady’s son.” 

Chris Casey, defending, said: “It is straight 
factual opposition of two sides, it has been 
quite clear that there is a lot of history. My 
client is clear that he did not do this.”

Rush in for deal on bins 


GARDENERS can still take advantage of 
a special offer on cheap compost bins 
before it runs out at the end of the 
month. 

Anyone who has not yet discovered 
the money-saving and environmental 
benefits of composting at home is 
encouraged to take advantage of the 
Suffolk Waste Partnership’s offer. The 
discount scheme aims to get residents 
into the habit of converting their fruit 
and vegetable peelings into compost 
but it runs out next Wednesday. 

Cllr Roy Barker, spokesperson for the 
Suffolk Waste Partnership, said: “All 
councils across Suffolk and the Waste 
and Resources Action Programme 
(WRAP) are giving people the opport¬ 
unity to buy the equipment necessary to 
make compost at a bargain price, but 
unfortunately this offer will expire at the 
end of the month. 

“This year has seen an increase in 


people growing their own fruit and 
vegetables. By purchasing a compost 
bin, residents will be able to use the bin 
to dispose of any fruit and vegetable 
peelings, along with any fruit and vege¬ 
tables that have turned bad, and to then 
reap the benefits next year by using the 
compost to help the summer fruit and 
vegetables.” 

Teabags, fruit and vegetable peelings, 
coffee grounds, eggshells, straw, hay, 
bedding from rabbits, hamsters, guinea 
pigs or other vegetarian pets, dead 
leaves, prunings, grass cuttings, weeds, 
shredded paper, sawdust and cardboard 
can all be composted at home. 

The 220-litre compost converter bin 
costs £17, the 330-litre version is £20 and 
the 320-litre modular KOMP bin is £48. 
These prices include delivery. To order a 
compost bin, call 0845 076 0223 or visit 
www.sujfolkrecycling.org. uk

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Couple who said goodbye to a 
baby son are helping research

IS little body 
covered in a 
web of tubes 
and wires, baby 
Fergus lay in 
intensive care. At 
just 18 weeks old, 
his lungs were 
failing: he was 
growing weaker by 
the minute. For his 
parents, Angela 
Butcher and Steve 
Cocker, it was time 
to say goodbye. 

“A few weeks earlier 
we had what we thought 
was a perfectly healthy 
little boy,” remembers 
Angela. 

“He was just a happy, 
cute kid. He was always 
smiling: even when he 
was in hospital with a 
tube up his nose he 
managed to smile. 

“By the end, 
something as simple as 
changing his nappy 
caused him so much 
distress... It was 
horrendous. 

“If someone had told 
me when I was pregnant 
‘Your baby’s going to die 
of a very rare disease’ I 
would have said ‘I’ll 
never cope with that’. 
But when you live 
something you do cope. 
You just do.” 

Fergus died of SMARD 
- Spinal Muscular 
Atrophy with

Respiratory Distress. An 
inherited condition, 
which causes extreme 
muscle weakness, it is 
incredibly rare: across 
the entire UK, only one 
or two babies are known 
to be born with SMARD 
each year. Their life 
expectancy is, adds 
Angela, between six and 
12 months. 

Since Fergus died, in 
September 2005, Angela 
and Steve have thrown 
themselves into raising 
both money and 
awareness for The 
Jennifer Trust. A national 
charity, it offers support 
to families affected by 
SMARD (and the more 
common SMA), as well 
as funding research into 
the cause, treatment and 
possible cures. 

“It’s made us feel 
useful, as if we’re doing 
some good,” says 
Angela, 36. “We wanted 
something positive to 
come out of the sadness 
- and we wanted to 
make Fergus’ little life 
mean something, really.” 

At the weekend, Steve 
set off on his latest 
charity venture: a 1,400- 
mile cycle ride to Berlin 
and back. Accompanied 
by two friends, Andy 
VVfliittaker and Bruce 
Lorimer, he will bike to 


the German lab where 
scientists are 
researching SMARD. 

In total, he and 
Angela, who live in 
Cambridge, have already 
raised £25,000 for The 


Jennifer Trust and £7,500 
for Addenbrooke’s, 
where Fergus was cared 
for and then died. 

Angela fell pregnant 
with Fergus, her first 
baby, in 2004. The 


pregnancy was, she says, 
“relatively easy” until, at 
week 34, she was 
diagnosed with a slight 
liver problem. As a 
result, Fergus had to be 
induced at 38 weeks. 


Aside from being “a bit 
dinky” (he weighed in 
just under 5lbs), Fergus 
seemed to be fit and 
well. Kept in hospital for 
observation for 10 days 
after his birth, he then 


went home. 

“He was still a bit 
small and feeding was 
difficult,” remembers 
Angela. “But every time I 
went down to the 
breastfeeding clinic 
there were new mums in 
there saying ‘Help! I can’t 
do this’.” 

Then, at 12 weeks, 
Fergus had his first set of 
immunisations. “He was 
a bit off-colour the next 
day, which I put down to 
the jabs,” Angela 
continues. “But then he 
developed quite 
laboured breathing... ” 

Angela took Fergus 
straight to the GP; by the 
time they arrived, his 
breathing had 
deteriorated 
dramatically. Rushed to 
A and E, he was whisked 
into intensive care while 
doctors did endless tests 
- for everything from 
meningitis to a tumour. 

As time went on, 
Fergus’ diaphragm grew 
weaker and weaker, 
making it ever-harder 
for him to breathe. 
Although Angela and 
Steve didn’t know it at 
the time, his symptoms 
fitted with those of 
SMARD. 

It was a paediatric 
consultant, Dr Rob Ross 
Russell, who realised 
Fergus had the 
neuromuscular 
condition for which, at 
present, there is no cure.

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“He’d only seen one 
other suspected case and 
that was many years 
ago,” explains Angela. 

“It’s that rare.” 

Fergus rallied briefly, 
but then began to go 
rapidly downhill. Put on 
a ventilator, it became 
clear he wouldn’t make 
it. 

“It sounds really 
cliched, I know, but I 
have a very strong feeling 
that you kind of know 
what’s right for your kid,” 
says Angela. “I vividly 
remember one day in 
intensive care when we 
were changing his nappy 
and he weed everywhere. 

“There was such an 
awful fuss trying to get 
him mopped up and 
keep his ventilator in 
place... I remember 
thinking ‘What are we 
doing? This isn’t the way 
to go’. That was two days 
before he died.” 

Fergus wasn’t formally 
diagnosed with SMARD 
until after his death - 
when it was confirmed 
by genetic testing. “The 
way it was explained to 
us is that looking for this 
gene is like looking for a 
spelling mistake in a 
novel: it’s really, really 
small and you have no 
idea where it is,” explains 
Angela. “We were lucky 
to get the confirmation.” 

Both Angela and Steve 
are carriers of the 
SMARD gene, which 
means they have a one in 
four chance of having a 
child with the condition. 
Since losing Fergus they 
have continued trying for 
another baby; Angela 


had to have a pregnancy 
terminated at 12 weeks 
because tests showed the 
foetus had SMARD. 

“You don’t feel angry,” 
explains Steve. “But you 
do feel hard done by 
sometimes. We’re at the 
stage in our lives when 
all our friends seem to be 
having babies. 

“That’s one of the 
biggest problems 
actually, dealing with the 
changes in friendships - 
losing friendships, really. 
Our friends with kids are 
living a very different life: 
we don’t particularly 
want to spend the 
weekend with them 
walking around with 
buggies and going to the 
park.” 

“You have to kind of 
carve out a different 
route for yourselves,” 
adds Angela. “And we’ve 
learned not to look too 
far ahead.” 

Along with their 
fundraising, the couple 
say returning to work 
helped them cope with 
the loss of Fergus. “All of 
a sudden I was on 
maternity leave with no 
baby to look after,” 
explains Angela, a special 
needs teacher. “We both 
went back to work after 
about four weeks. It was 
hard though, going back 
to a life I didn’t think I 
was going back to.” 

Although Angela and 
Steve opted for a very 
private funeral for 
Fergus, they say they 
were overwhelmed by 
the number of friends 
and family members 
who donated money to 


both Addenbrooke’s and 
The Jennifer Trust in the 
wake of his death. 

“That first year we sent 
out Christmas cards with 
his picture on, asking 
people to do something 
in memory of the little 
fella,” Angela explains. 

As well as examining 
the known cases of 
SMARD, the research 
team in Germany are 
looking into other 
sudden deaths attributed 
to breathing problems - 
in case some of them are 
caused by SMARD or 
something similar, but 
the condition is going 
undiagnosed. 

The couple say they 
haven’t given up hope of 
having a child in the 
future. But, in the 
meantime, they will 
continue to put their 
energies into supporting 
The Jennifer Trust (of 
which Steve, who works 
in IT, is now a trustee). 

“We’re both 
reasonably strong 
individuals and that 
helps,” says Steve. “You 
have to accept where you 
are and go from there, 
don’t you?” 

“We take our 
inspiration from Fergus,” 
adds Angela. “How could 
having a gorgeous little 
boy like him make your 
life miserable?”

W hen Bruce 
Lori mer was 
diagnosed 
with Parkinson’s 
Disease it was, he 
admits, 

a “devastating” blow. 
A degenerative 
neurological disorder, 
Parkinson’s can affect 
everything from 
talking and walking to 
writing to swallowing. 
And, as yet, there is 
no cure. 

But to meet Bruce 
now-a decade since 
his diagnosis-you 
would hardly know he 
has Parkinson’s. A

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Students urged to keep 
their finances healthy 


Plans for 20-minute 
train ride to London 


KEEPING on top of your bank 
balance and planning a budget 
are essential steps to keeping 
your finances in the black, 
students have been warned. 

As part of our partnership 
with Barclays Money Skills to 
help readers make the most of 
their finances, the Weekly News 
has been speaking to a student 
advice expert to help under¬ 
graduates survive freshers’ 
week without putting a strain 
on their bank balances. 

Julia Manley, senior student 
money adviser at Anglia Ruskin 
University, said many first-year 
students struggle with man¬ 
aging their money when they 
are living away from home for 
the first time. 

She said: “A large number of 
students come to see my team 
about financial problems, 
many of them have absolutely 
no idea how much funding 
they receive. 

“Some of these problems are 
due to too much socialising, 
especially during the first term. 

“Having said that, it is hard 
being away from home for the 
first time and the situation is 
not helped because they get 
paid termly rather than weekly 
or monthly. 

“A student on full funding 
could receive around £2,000 for 
their first payment, which can 
seem like a large amount, but 
of course isn’t when it has to 
last three or four months.”

Mrs Manley advised stud¬ 
ents to record their income, 
such as student grants and 
income from part-time work, 
against their expenditure on 
items such as rent, food, bills 
and travel. 

She added: “If expenditure is 
more than income, you need to 
work out how you are going 
cover that, either by reducing 
your expenditure, e.g. don’t go 
out as much, or by increasing 
your income, such as by 
getting a part-time job.” 

And while tips such as using 
an interest-free overdraft, 
buying second-hand books 
and getting a Young Persons’ 
Railcard can cut costs further, 
it is important to know when to 
turn for help. 

Mrs Manley said: “Around 62 
per cent of young people said if 
they got into money trouble or 
debt they would not be able to 
name any advice or support 
services they could turn to for 
advice in a recent survey. 

“If you think you are getting 
into financial difficulties, seek 
help sooner rather than later.” 


A HIGH-speed rail link 
that would slash journey 
times from Cambridge to 
London to just 20 min¬ 
utes has been put for¬ 
ward. 

It would be part of a 200mph 
national rail network that 
could cost £69 billion. 

The High Speed North East 
route would serve London, 
Cambridge, Nottingham, Shef¬ 
field, Leeds, Newcastle and 
potentially Edinburgh. 

Cambridge passengers 
could reach die English capital 
in less than half the time it 
currently takes - and could 
travel to Scotland in less than 
two hours. 

Regional authorities, city 
leaders and MPs have backed 
the groundbreaking bid. 

Northern Way - a partner¬ 
ship of the three northern 
regional development agencies 
- announced the proposals for 
the 1,500km network. 

They were drawn up by 
influential transport group 
Greengauge 21. Director Jim 
Steer echoed Chancellor 
Alistair Darling, who said that

Cambridge’s innovation cent¬ 
res will be the driving force 
behind the future economy. 

Mr Steer said: “Cambridge is 
at the heart of the science 
industry and will be at the 
vanguard of future prosperity. 

“To have a high-speed link 
not only to London but to 
Cheshire Science Park, for 
example, would be an in¬ 
credible move forward. 

“Cambridge is already a 
cycling city and there is the 
new guided bus system, which 
could be integrated with the 
high-speed link. We have no 
real roads infrastructure policy, 
the expansion of airports is 
politically fraught, but there 
does seem to be clear support 
across the board. 

“This is ‘big picture’ stuff but 
would mean an incredible 
boost to the economy. 

“For every £1 spent on the 
high-speed rail network in 
Britain, our economy gets 
£3.50 back.” 

Greengauge 21’s ambitious 
project also includes proposals 



for a west coast route linking 
London to Glasgow. 

They follow calls from Net¬ 
work Rail last month for a £34 
billion line linking London, 
Manchester, Birmingham, 
Liverpool and Scotland. 

Cambridgeshire county 
councillor Geoffrey Heathcock 
felt the latest plans would do 
“immeasurable good for Cam¬ 
bridge”. 


But he said: “My fear is that 
because of the state of the 
economy, it may only be a pipe 
dream. I hope it isn’t. I am sure 
the money invested in the link 
would be paid back many 
times over.” 

The county council broadly 
welcomed the move. 

Cllr Roy Pegram, cabinet 
member for growth, infra¬ 
structure and strategic plan¬ 
ning, said: “I would want to 
examine the details closely, 
including funding proposals, 
but anything that improves 
public transport into and out 
of Cambridgeshire is a good 
thing. 

“Government would have to 
play its part in paying for this. 

“Cambridgeshire County 
Council is committed to 
bringing forward improve¬ 
ments to all forms of public 
transport, including rail.” 

South Cambridgeshire’s Tory 
MP Andrew Lansley said: 
“David Cameron has made it 
very clear we want high-speed 
rail links. I would like to read 
the proposals in detail.” 

The plans will be submitted 
to the Government.

Punk, Cambridge 


Raincoats... 

The Raincoats’ bassist-turned-filmmaker tells PAUL KIRKLEY why 
she decided to make a movie about an iconic band - her own. 



and 


T HE cloisters and 
cobbles of 
Cambridge have 
fermented more than their 
share of world-shaping 
ideas - gravity, DNA, 
Innocent Smoothies - but 
it’s fair to say it’s never 
been considered much of 
a rock and roll town. 

And the rock and roll Whas 
gifted us has tended to tack 
more towards the earnest 
space-rock symphonies of Pink 
Floyd or the wispy folk of Nick 
Drake than the riotous DIY free- 
for-all of punk. 

But Cambridge did earn itself 
a footnote in punk history when 
Geoff Travis hired a basement 
studio in the city to record some 
of the earliest output for his 



legendary Rough Trade label - 
including the debut single by a 
bunch of young upstarts who 
would go on to become the very 
epitome of a cult band. 

Formed in London in 1977 by 
Hornsey Art College students 
Ana da Silva (vocals/guitar) and 
Gina Birch (bass/vocals), The 
Raincoats were one of British 
punk’s leading all-female outfits. 

In accordance with the 
patented punk ethic, the band 
ended up playing their first gigs 
- including a memorable early 
show in Warsaw - with a lot 
more enthusiasm than technical 
competence but, by the time 
they arrived at Cambridge’s 
Spacewood studio in 1979 to 
record their first 7”, Fairytale in 
the Supermarket, they were 
feeling a little more confident— 
even if the engineer had other 
ideas. 

“The studio was probably 
more used to people who could 
play,” recalls Gina, now 53. 

“The BBC were making a 
documentary about Rough 
Trade and, if you watch it now, 
there’s a little bit of the engineer 
laughing when I’m playing a 
perfectly acceptable bit of bass, 
and saying ‘We’ll see how out of 


tune we can cope with it’. He 
probably had ears that were 
perfectly tuned and couldn’t 
bear the noise we were making. 
That’s Cambridge for you - 
you’re a smart lot!” 

Gina had, in fact, been born 
in the city 24 years earlier - but 
we’ll come back to that rather 
dramatic story. At this point in 
the late 70s, her trade was 
about as far removed from the 
astral concepts and complex 
time signatures of Dark Side of 
the Moon as... well, as the 
dark side of the moon. 

“I had no idea even howto 
tune my bass,” she laughs. “But 
mistakes were always part of 
what we were doing - we were 
never trying to be perfect, we 
were always trying to push 
ourselves beyond what we 
could actually do. It made it 
interesting - which is why 
people like John Lydon really 
liked us; we never tried to be 
flash or like we were looking for 
the big deal. We were looking to 
push the boundaries and see 
what would happen.” 

Punk’s own grand dame 
wasn’t The Raincoats’ only 
famous fan -15 years later, the 
reluctant mouthpiece for another 


generation’s teenage rebellion, 
Kurt Cobain, publicly confessed 
his devotion to the band by 
writing the sleevenotes to a 
reissue of their eponymous 
debut album. 

“We didn’t really know who 
he was when he first got in 
touch,” admits Gina. “But when 
we heard his stuff we just loved 
it. We were really proud that 
someone who made such great 
stuff really liked us, but we 
weren’t quite aware of the 
enormity of his legacy.” 

In 1994, Cobain recruited 
The Raincoats to support 
Nirvana on their upcoming UK 
shows but, the week before the 
tour was due to start, Cobain 
was found lying dead with a 
shotgun at his Lake Washington 
home. 

“It was all very sad,” recalls 
Gina. “Incredibly sad that he 
died, but also sad we never got 
to play those shows. Although 
there was a little bit of 
nervousness about playing in 
front of 9,000 Nirvana fans. We 
once played with UB40 at a jobs 
for youth show in Birmingham 
and got pelted by coins and 
cigarette lighters. We played our 
set at double speed - we were 


very keen to get off that stage!” 

The original incarnation of 
The Raincoats lasted until 1984 
(though Ana and Gina have 
reformed the band sporadically 
since 1993). Thanks in large 
part to the group’s art school 
roots, their career is well 
documented on camera - so 
when Gina went on to forge a 
second career as a film-maker 
(including helming music videos 
for the likes of New Order, The 
Libertines, Beth Orton and The 
Pogues), it was perhaps only 
natural she would one day turn 
her attention to her own history. 

This weekend, Gina will be 
back in Cambridge to present an 
exclusive 50-minute “work in 
progress” taste of The 
Raincoats: Fairytales, a new 
documentary following the 
band’s progress from 1977 until 
1981, featuring Super 8 footage 
from early shows alongside 
interviews with band members 
and guest contributors including 


Geoff Travis, Peaches, Andy Gill 
and more. 

“There are several reasons 
why I made the film,” says Gina. 
“One was because no-one else 
had made one. And secondly 
because, when people do write 
about you or tell stories about 
you, you often don’t recognise 
yourself. I thought it would be 
good to put the record straight 
from my perspective. This is 
why people write books about 
themselves -1 was keen to tell 
the story as I see it.” 

Though Gina moved from 
Cambridge when she just 18 
months old, her festival 
appearance will still serve as a 
kind of homecoming, as her 
parents later returned to the 
area, and currently live in Linton. 
She also has reason to be 
thankful to the city and its 
doctors, having endured a 
surprisingly eventful start in life. 

“I was on the front page of 
medical journals because I was 


the first British baby to survive 
three blood transfusions, in Mill 
Road Hospital, in October 
1955,” she reveals. “My mum 
was rhesus negative and my 
dad was rhesus positive and at 
that time there were a lot of 
problems with second babies - 
the bloods didn’t mingle well 
and so my mum was very sick 
and I nearly died, and then she 
had a third baby which did die. 

“Now I think they’ve 
developed an injection and it’s 
quite a simple procedure but at 
the time it wasn’t and I was 
nearly a goner, but I did survive 
on the third try. The first British 
baby to survive three blood 
transfusions-that’s the 
legacy.”

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GARDENING 


Plenty of choice for 
gardening students 


N ow the schools have gone 
back, you maybe 
considering returning to 
education yourself- and there are 
many gardening courses available, 
from one-day tasters to more in- 
depth studies which leave you 
with a qualification. 

You may be looking simply to 
improve your fruit and veg- 
growing techniques or to redesign 
your front garden, or feel it’s time 
to branch out into a horticultural 
career. 

“A lot of people who start off with 
just an interest in gardening 
develop that to become 
professional members of the 
industry,” says Dr Steve 
Dowbiggin, fellow of the Institute 
of Horticulture and chief executive 
of Capel Manor College in 
Middlesex. 

He advises gardeners to check out 
the colleges thoroughly and go for 
the ones which run a wide range of 
courses. 

“If you do an amateur course at a 
college which also runs courses for 
professionals, they are likely to be 
integrated, so if you wanted to go 
on to a higher level it is likely to be 
a seamless process,” he explains. 
Time is a huge factor to bear in 
mind, says Andrew Duff, director 
of garden design courses at the 
Inchbald School of Garden and 
Interior Design in London. 

“People often underestimate the 
word ‘part-time’,” he says. “Before 
you enrol, you need to know how 
much time you have to dedicate to 
a course.” 

Many places offer short courses, 
say for a weekend or even a day. 
They are usually led by head 
gardeners and experienced

horticulturists. If you are unable to 
go out to learn, then online 
courses are available in which the 
student is supported by a personal 
tutor who will respond to all 
queries and will give feedback on 
assignments and access projects. 
Before you start any course, find 
out its ratio of practical to theory. 
There are other ways to get your 
foot in the door. The number of 
people volunteering to work in 
National Trust and English 
Heritage properties is growing, 
says Dowbiggin, and many of the 
organisations who welcome 
volunteers also offer training. 

The Royal Horticultural Society 
organises a good variety of 
educational activities, from digital 
photography to plant 
propagation, as well as courses for 
for those wishing to pursue a 
career in horticulture, a bursary 
scheme and examinations for 
professional and amateur 
gardeners. 

The RHS General Certificate in 
Horticulture is one of the most 
widely-available courses, which 
teaches the basic understanding 
of scientific principles and their 
relationship and application to 
horticultural skills and practices. 


See the RHS website at 
www.rhs.org. uk for a list of colleges 
which run the course. 

Many people go for a national 
vocational qualification (NVQ) 
which focuses on competence 
rather than academic 
achievement. All the teaching and 
assessment is done at your 
workplace, although you can also 
study at a college on a part-time or 
day-release basis. Visit the NVQ 
website at www.dfes.gov.uk/nvq for 
more information. 

Other organisations, including the 
Royal Botanic Gardens at Kew and 
the Institute of Horticulture, have 
full-time and part-time courses 
which lead to a number of 
qualifications. 

The Institute of Horticulture’s 
website at www.horticulture.org.uk 
covers many colleges, 
apprenticeships, voluntary 
internships and the certificates, 
degrees and courses available. 
Alternatively, you may find that the 
best way to learn more about, say, 
how to grow fruit and veg, is to rent 
yourself an allotment and ask 
fellow plot-holders for their tips 
and advice. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Cyclamen hederifolium 
This Autumn-flowering hardy 
cyclamen, traditionally seen in a 
woodland setting, can brighten up 
a shady spot on die patio at this 
time of year. 

Buy ready-potted plants in flower 
now, in shades from white through 
to pink, cerise and magenta, which 
make wonderful plant partners in 
pots under purple-leaved 
heucheras, or mix them in your 
garden with the autumn-flowering 
Crocus speciosus. 

You can have cyclamen in flower 
for most of the winter by using 
both C hederifolium and C coum. 
Both are tuberous perennials, 
producing nodding flowers which 
open before the leaves appear. 
Plant them with the top (the flat or 
concave side) of the bulb at, or just 
below, the soil surface. 

Cyclamen like well-drained soil 
with lots of humus, and prefer light 
shade. 

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT 
Storing apples 

If you have already started 
harvesting apples, it’s likely that 
the early varieties you are picking 
should be eaten early and don’t 
keep well. However, other types do 
store well and can be left until 
October before picking. 

Firstly, make sure they are ripe as 
once picked, apples don’t ripen 
well. Lift the fruit in your palm and 
gently twist it. If it comes off the 
branch easily, it’s ready. 

Only store perfect fruit. Clean, dry 
apples will keep in the vegetable 
compartment of your fridge for 
around four to six weeks. The rest 
can be put inside wooden boxes 
and stored in a cool, dry, frost-free 
shed until you need them. 

Check your stored fruit every week 
and remove any that show signs of 
rot. The apples should keep for six 
weeks or more. Good varieties for 
storing include Ashmead’s Kernel, 
Jonagold and Queen Cox.

Which cars will make you happy? 


JAPANESE cars make their 
owners happy but some 
French cars drive them to 
distraction, says Which? Car. 

Five of the top 10 cars in the 
Which? Car owners’ satisfaction 
table are Japanese: the current 
Mazda MX-5 (3rd with a customer 
satisfaction score of 96 per cent); 
Mazda MX-5 (1998-2005, 5th, 96 
per cent); Honda Jazz (6th, 95 per 
cent); Toyota Yaris Verso (2000- 
2005, 7th, 95 per cent); and Honda 
Jazz (2002-2008, 9th, 94 per cent). 

At the top of the table is the Audi 
A5 with an owner satisfaction 
score of 97 per cent. Owners love 
its looks and performance despite 
it being the least dependable new 
sports/ coupe with a reliability 
score of 76 per cent (the joint 
least-reliable new car overall along 
with the current Ford Galaxy). 

Other German cars also perform 
well in the satisfaction stakes with

another two in the top 10: the 
Porsche Boxster (4th, 96 per cent) 
and the Audi TT (8th, 94 per cent). 
The Czech Skoda Superb (2002- 
2008) lives up to its name in 
second place with an impressive 
96 per cent, while the popular 
Italian Fiat 500 is tenth with 94 per 
cent. 

Down at the bottom of the table, 
six of the least popular 10 cars are 
French, including four Renaults, a 
Peugeot and a Citroen. 

Bottom of the pile is the Renault 
Espace (1997-2003) with 57 per 
cent. Owners of other Renaults 
aren’t terribly impressed either. 
The Megane (1996-2003) is 
described as “a pile of rubbish”; 
the Laguna (2001-2007) as “an 
impulse buy... regretted ever 
since”; and the Espace as a 
“fantastic car, if only it would work 
for longer than a month at a time”. 

Which? Car editor, Richard 
Headland, says: “It’s no surprise 
that owners love their Japanese 
cars. They’re reliable, reasonably 
priced and cheap to run. But down 
in the Which? Car hall of shame, 
owners of some French cars seem 
to be less than enamoured with 
their motors. 

“It’s the honeymoon period for 
the relatively new Audi A5 - 
smitten owners may soon fall out 


of love with it if reliability doesn’t 
improve.”

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider when 
writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or 
printer, ask a friend or use your local library. Use a 
good quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders 
and front covers. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades 
for each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If 
you have a driving licence, let the employer know. If 
it's clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you in 
the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and 
it may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
